United States and'his wife's 
arms today from more than 
two years in prison behind the 
Communist iron curtain. 


The Associated 
Press 
foreign 


correspondent arrived at Idlewild 
airport at 12:05 p.m. (CDT) aboard 
a Pan American Airways plane 
from Frankfurt. Germany. 


Oatis spent 25 months in a 


Prague prison. Czech authorities 
held that he was a spy. Then, sud- 
denly, Saturday they released him. 


Mrs. Oatis last saw her husband 


almost three years ago—at Ken- 
sington air terminal in London on 
June 23, 1950, as he took off for 
his Prague assignment. 


They had been married less than 


three months at the time. 


Before leaving Frankfurt Sunday 


night, Oatis said the Czechs gave 
him "phychological" treatment be- 
fore his trial, in which he confess- 
ed guilt. 


He was not terrorized or mis- 


handled, and the Czechs did not try 
to indoctrinate him with commu- 
nism, he said. 


However, he said: 
"They were very efficient in 


their methods and preparation for 
my trial. It would be very difficult 
for me to describe what happened 
so that I could be understood by 
any one not familiar with sucn 
proceedings or with what is done 
individually. 


The newsman from Marion. Ind., 


was thin, pale, a bit bewildered by 
his sudden freedom, but in seem- 
ingly good health. He said his 
treatment by the Czechs was "gen- 
erally good." 


His first two days of freedom 


were full of surprises—as well as 
delight—for Oatis. He got no news 
of any kind in prison and didn't 
even know that Joseph Stalin was 
dead 'or that Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er was U. S. President. 


"Who is Rocky Marciano?" h« 


asked when somebody mentioned 
the fighter who has been world 
heavyweight b o x i n g 
champion 


since last September. 


He was unable to comment about 


the recent Soviet "peace offensive" 
or the general amnesty for Czech 
prisoners because he hadn't heard 
about them. 


After a press conference before 


nearly 100 reporters and photog- 
raphers in Nuernberg upon his 
release Saturday, he spent Sunday 
sightseeing in Frankfurt, eating 
real 
"frankfurter-style" hotdogs. 


and stocking up on razors, soap 
and clean shirts for his homeward 
journey. 
' 


In London Sunday night, where 


his plane stopped briefly, he said 
he wrote the tunes for several hun- 
dred songs during his imprison- 
ment. He wrote most of them on 
cake cartons and toilet paper. 


He said his jailers wouldn't let 


him bring out the songs on cartons, 
"but I've kept quite a lot of the 
others." 


Oatis was accompanied home by 


Alan J. Gould, executive editor of 
The Associated Press. 


In pardoning Oatis. Czech Presi- 


dent Antonin Zapotocky said he 
acted because of a letter of appeal 
Mis. Oatis sent his predecessor, 
the late President Klement Gott- 
\va!d, last November.

British Have Curious Notion About 


Dealings With Soviet

In some parts of the free world, including Great Britain, 


there is a rather curious philosophy about negotiating with 
the Russians. 
, 
., ,. 
The notion seems to persist that, even when the Krern- 


lin has given no sincere sign of a change of heart, it is worth 
while to sit down from time to time and confer formally with 
Soviet leaders. 
, .. 
This appears to presume that the mere passage of time 


may work some kind of magic upon the Russians. Time is 
admittedly a great healer, but it is yet to be shown that it 
can have much effect upon Soviet intransigeance. 


No one needs to rcount the endless and generally fruit- 


less dealings we and others in the West have had with 
Russia on a variety of large and small issues since World 
War II. The process of disillusionment was slow—but sure. 


Today we no longer respond with alacrity when the Rus- 


sians says: "Let's talk." We know they use conferences 
as delaying tactics in a strange new kind of war. 


Today we want to see more than glib words about 


"peace" and a "general settlement." In his justly famed 
April 16 speech to the nation's editors, President Eisenhower 
fairly demanded that the Russians evidence their good faith 
by deeds, not words.

Prime Minister Churchill's proposal for big-power talks 


now is in conflict with Mr. Eisenhower's approach. To enter 
such negotiations without assurances of Russian sincerity 
would be to lay the West open once more to a long series 
of delays that could slow its defense effort and weaken its 
resolve. 


It would mean adopting the "passage of time" theory of 


negotiating with the Russians. 


Mr. Eisenhower wisely has rejected the plan and reaf- 


firmed American insistence that Soviet good faith be demon- 
strated before general talks can begin. To some in Britain, 
this quite sensible demand suggests we are imposing "unfair 
conditions" on the Russians and thus blocking peace efforts. 


Not Churchill but former Labor Prime Minister Clement 


Attlee voiced this attitude, even intimating that some Ameri- 
cans don't want peace, and that the truce talks in Korea 
might go better if U. S. negotiators were kept away from the 
council table.

* 


This arrogant presumption of greater British concern 


for peace is unworthy of any responsible statesman. Feel- 
ingly, Mr. Eisenhower answered Attlee when he said he had 
met no one in the United States who does not want peace. 


The British like to think of themselves as master diplo- 


mats. But in the years before World War II this self-pro- 
claimed "talent'1 seemed to consist of backing off from Hitler 
or giving in to him until war on almost the worst possible 
terms became inevitable. 


There cannot have been much advance toward realism 


in British diplomacy if key Britons today regard as "obstruc- 
tions to peace" our demand for good faith, our adherence to 
a genuine international morality, and our zeal for the free- 
dom of all men (like the Red prisoners we hold who don't 
want to go home.) 


In seeking big-power talks about these insistences, 


Churchill may have been the prisoner of his vocal and in- 
creasingly powerful Labor opponents. Surely he, who fought 
appeasement so well in the 1930's, must understand that you 
do not escape the conqueror's toils by yielding to the decep- 
tion of his friendly embrace.

Weird Only Way to Describe This 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


When today's hand was played in 


the semifinal round of the Eastern 
Championship Team event, the bid- 
ding was weird and the play wan 
even weirder. 
South should have 


supported spades instead of insist- 
ing on a heart contract, and game 
at spades would have been made 
very easily. 


West should not have doubled 


four hearts, but should have de- 
feated the contract as declarer 
actually played it. Moreover, the 
comedy of errors is made come- 
plete by the fact that South should 
have made his contract against 
any defense. 


As the hand was actually played, 


declarer won the first trick in dum- 
my with the ace of clubs, drew two 
rounds of trumps with the king and 
ace, and then led a spade towards 
dummy. West should have hopped 
up with the ace of spades to lead 
another club. 
This would have 


indicated the correct defense be- 
yond any chance of confusion. 


Actually West played 
a low 


spade, allowing; East to win with 
the king of spades. 
East could 


have leturncd a club, of course, 
and should have done so. 
Actu- 


ally East switched to diamonds, 
and declarer was able to win with 
the queen of diamonds, knock out 
the ace of spades, and make his 
contract. 


South was forced to ruff clubs 


only once, and could thus keep 
control of the hand. 
If he had 


been 
forced 
to 
ruff 
twice, 
he 


would have lost control and would 
have been set. 


South didn't need bad defense 


to make this weird contiart. After 
discovering the bad trump break 
at the second trick.

One of the pleasures of my work i« the fascinating flow of reminis- 


cence and information which sometime* ensue* after a side-Ion* and 
incidental reference in a feature story. Coming from Minnesota which 
was. in my childhood, still frontier in spots and a greenhorn civiliza- 
tion at best, with Indians, wilderness, no automobiles and a rare 
few telephones. 
I feel a peculiar interest in historical trifles of the 


country. So when Hamish McLaurin. my neighbor in the Arizona des- 
ert, remarked in a discussion that Dr. Henry M. Wheeler, who killed 


one of the Jamea -gang in the Northfield raid, 
brought him into the world at Grand Fork*, N. D., 
and had the skeleton of his victim dangling in his 
office, like a trophy.-1 thirsted for particulars. They 
came in a few days. 


From Seattle, Laurence R. Feetham wrote that 


h* had been happy to read word of Hamish. a news- 
paper reporter of the old Denver 
dispensation, 


later of the New York Evening World under the 
sadist, Charles E. Chapin. now become a philoso- 
pher and an authority on Oriental esoterics. About 


p*«i« tne turn of u^ century they were neighbor kids 


in Grand Forkes and Hamish had walked on the highest stilts in town, 
so tall that he had to stand on the roof of a shed to mount. 


Doctor Henry M. Wheeler lived across the street from the Feet- 


hams. "A fine doctor but very gruff." 


"He was an ardent hunter, even in his later years and he lived 


well into his eighties." Mr. Feetham says. 


"He gave the rifle, used to kill the bandit, to my father about 


1915 and I still have it in my collection. It is, I believe, one of the 
first breech-loading guns. 
It was made by the Massachusetts Arms 


Company under the Smith patent, dated 1857. 


"To load, a small lever is pressed and the gun breaks down, ex-

made-to-order fire when 300 firemen from 25 communi- 
ties in DuPage and Kane counties rolled into town Sun- 
day.

If you thought 
you had heard one. all you had to 
do was summon the vermin man 
and he would undertake to rid 
your room of the pest.

At 2:30 exactly there came a 


knock on the door and the man 
appeared, carrying his tools in a 
large bag. 


He inspected the floorboards and

Then he brought out his traps and 
asked the Princess which she pre- 
ferred. 


One was the kind with a spring

Presidents Talk Tuesday 
Attempt to Explain Budget 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON W> — President 


Eisenhower's radio talk to the 
nation Tuesday night on defense, 
spending and the budget is coming 
none too soon. 


There is confusion about what 


the Eisenhower administration is 
doing to defense, or trying to do. 
Democrats in congress are protest- 
ing. So are some newspapers. 


The administration has not done 


a. good job of explaining its inten- 
tions so far. Apparently that is why 
the President is going on the radio. 


In the 1952 presidential cam- 


paign the Republicans promised 
economy, leading to tax cuts. The 
spending program they have of- 
fered congress is aimed at econo- 
my, including economy in national 
defense. 


More For Loss? 


The unanswered 
question 
is: 


Will this be economy at the price 
of less defense? Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson said last week his 
economy program aims at "more 
effective defense for less money." 


Of all the people in this country 


President 
Eisenhower 
ought 
to 


know whether the economy he's of- 
fering will still provide this coun- 
try with an adequate defense at 
home and abroad. 


Not everyone is satisfied that 


this is so. Sen. Symington. Mis- 
souri Democrat and former secre- 
tary of the Air Force, says Eisen- 
hower is "putting fiscal policies 
ahead of military strategy." 


Symington said the administra- 


tion has offered "more stretch-out, 
more soothing syrup, more cars, 
more fat, less muscle." 


Until Gen. Omar Bradley, chair- 


man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
spoke at a luncheon here Friday, 
there was a certain amount of 
national 
puzzlement 
that 
went 


something like this: 


Loss Danger? 


Since the administration wants 


to cut defense spending, and ac- 
tually plans a smaller Air Force 
than previously supposed 
neces- 


saiv, w;is it acting on some secret 


information that Russia is now 
less a menace than it was a year 
or two years ago? 


If the answer was "yes," the Ei- 


senhower defense reduction would 
be more easily understood. 
But 


Bradley, in one of the best posi- 
tions to know, said he knew noth- 
ing in the world situation to war- 
rant cutting the rearmament pro- 
gram. 


In cutting defense spending, it 


seems safe to say, the Eisenhower 
administration is taking a calcu- 
lated risk that Russia is not going 
to strike anytime soon. 


Absence of Russian belligerency 


in recent months must be a factor 
in the Eisenhower thinking. For, 
if Russia at this moment was 
massing its armies and air forces, 
Eisenhower undoubtedly would be 
calling for more defense spending 
instead of less. 


Accomplish More 


If this is a valid assumption then 


the Russians have accomplished 
more by being nice than by being 
tough. 


While Stalin was alive, snorting 


fire and defiance, this country's 
defenses were increasing. 
With 


Stalin dead and the new Russian 
country's defense spending is start- 
ing down.

ing hero of Korea, goes before 
Congress today in a new role—to 
request more billions for Europe. 


The European commander ap- 


pears before the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee in public and 
later behind closed doors. He will 
testify Inter this week before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 


Arri\ps From Paris 


Ridgway. who arrived here Sun- 


day from his Pans headquarters, 
is making his first attempt as 
Europe's North Atlantic Treaty 
commander to talk Congress out of 
funds. It is a sort of warmup for 
part of his duties as Army chief of 
staff, the job to which he has been 
named by President Eisenhower, 
effective Aug. 16. 


Ridgway last appeared before a 


congressional group in 1052 while 
en route from Tokyo, where he 
had been the Allies' Far East chief, 
to Paris, where he took over from 
Eisenhower as supreme command- 
er in Europe. 


He faces detailed questioning 


this time on the progress and pros- 
pects of the Nato military buildup, 
which has stirred strong criticism 
icccntly in Congress. 


Rep. Vorys (R-Ohio), a member 


of the foreign affairs committee, 
said the general's testimony may 
lave an important bearing on con- 
sideiation 
of administration re- 


quests for more than three billion 
dollars in military and 
limited 


economic aid to Europe next year. 


In all, Eisenhower has requested 


$5.800,000,000 to continue foreign 


aid throughout the free world for 
the 12 months starting Joly 1. 


No Lessening 


When Ridgway landed as Wash- 


ington National Airport Sunday 
he declined to comment on foreign 
aid. But, in response to reporters' 
questions, he said he saw no lessen- 
ing of Russia's capabilities to wage 
war. 


Of Europe's military situation 


generally, he said: "I find very 
many highly encouraging factors, 
and I find also a very great many 
things to be done."

ALMA, Mich. W)-~ Authorities re- 


newed questioning today of a 123- 
year-old mother held for investiga- 
tion in the fire deaths of her three 
small daughters. 


She is Mrs. Leila Rouse of Alma. 


The children, who suffocated in the 
fire, were Kaylcen Rouse, 5; Pa- 
tricia, 3, and Lewanna, '2. 


Mrs. Rouse told police an over- 


turned candle apparently started 
a fire in the bedroom of their 
small home. Prosecutor Kenneth 
Plaxton said, h o w e v e r, police 
found traces of fuel oil on the floor, 
on charred papers under the bed, 
and on the mattress. 


A lie detector test in East Lans- 


ing proved inconclusive, Plaxton 
said. 


Mrs. Rouse said her husband 


Ferris left home five weeks ago 
and that electricity was cut off 
two weeks ago for nonpayment of 
bills. So when Kaylcen awoke at 
midnight Saturday and asked for 
a light in the room, the mother 
said, she lighted a candle and 
stuck it in a pop bottle as a make- 
shift candlestick. 


She said she returned to the liv- 


ing room to resume reading, but 
dozed off. She said the heat awak- 
ened her and that she immediately 
ran to neighbors to summon help. 


She said the fuel oil found about 


the damaged bedroom apparently 
spilled through a loose valve on a 
space heater.

But she added they forget very 
quickly when at play. 


Two months ago. after a long 


period of guarded behavior, Wayne 
fell from his tricycle and injured 
his hip. It took 17 transfusions and 
weeks of anguish before the bleed- 
ing stopped.

bleeding, his points had swelled and 
forced him to remain in bed. To- 
day, Wayne is learning how to walk 
again.
